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House Cleaning Due in Colleges 

James B. Conant, president of Harvard, recent- 
ly sold: "The nation has a right to demand of its 
educational institutions that the teachers dealing with 
controversial subjects shall be fearless seekers of the 
truth and careful scholars rather than propagandists. 
But granted honesty, sincerity, and ability, there must 
be tolerance of a wide diversity of opinion," 

No one can quarrel with that doctrine, and it 
could well serve as a model for any university in a 
free country. However, it is evident to anyone who has 
even a cursory knowledge of modern teaching that 
much of the instruction on controversial problems is 
warped and biased. This is done, in many cases, by 
individual teachers who are trying to sell some ism 
or other. And it is done in many cases by text books 
which bend the truth in order to hew to what 
amounts to the party line. 

It is one thing, for instance, to show the stu- 
dent what socialism and communism and the na- 
tionalization of industry involve, as contrasted with a 
capitalist or free economy. It is a very different thing 
to deliberately make it appear that the super state 
Is the answer to the ills of mankind, and unfortunate 
ly that is an impression that eminates from many 
colleges today. It is all very well to discuss what may 
be wrong with the American system. But, at the 
same time, we must honestly teach what is right in 
the' American system, as proved by the results it has 
achieved for the masses of people. 

Academic freedom is as basic as any other free- 
dom. It must be protected from fanatics on either the 
right or the left wings of political and economic 
thought. But it must justify itself, as Dr. Conant said, 
by fearlessly seeking the truth — not by tearing down 
the principles which make possible the freedom of 
some professors in American universities to promote 
political and economic philosophies which, if adopt- 
ed, would destroy the liberties and opportunities on 
which our nation was built. 



Planned Confusion 

It is apparent that the restoration of price con- 
trol will be a major political issue this year, and that 
it will cut across party lines. 

To the uninitiated, the idea is obviously ap- 
pealing. It suggests the economic Utopia of a low cost 
of living coupled with the highest family incomes 
we have ever earned. 

It is difficult to puncture so pretty a balloon 
as this. Yet it is necessary to report that no economist 
of reputation thinks that price control would work, 
or that it would create anything except chaos. It has 
been an utter failure in Europe — even when the 
toughest police state methods have been used in an 
attempt to make it a success. Manufacturers and 
farmers refuse to produce foods and commodities on 
which an arbitrary low price deprives them of pro- 
fit. Scarce items — including many basic necessities — 
can be purchased only in the black market at fan- 
tastic prices. The big maney is earned by racketeers 



and gangsters. The shelves of legitimate stores are 
bare, and the living standards of workers decline. 

High prices -in this country arc the result of ir- 
resistible economic and governmental forces. They 
aren't the fault' of retailers, manufacturers, or 
any other of the special groups which arc singled out 
for criticism. That, will still be true whether they go 
up or down in the future. .Price control here would 
mean our acceptance of a totalitarian device which 
has never succeeded, and has been a depressive in- 
fluence wherever tried.

Our Oil Reserves 

During 1947, consumption of oil reached a rec- 
ord peak. Yet the nation's proved petroleum re- 
serves increased by 700,000,000 barrels. This Import- 
ant fact is found in the annual joint report of the 
American Petroleum Institute and the American Gas 
Association. 

The achievement was the result of the indus- 
try's aggressive, accelerated work In discovering new 
oil pools and extending the known fields, During the 
year, we used up 2,000,000,000 barrels of oil — and we 
found 2,100,000,000 barrels. At the end of the year, 
our proved reserves within the United States were 
close to 25,000,000,000 barrels as compared with 10,- 
000,000,000 ten years ago. 

These figures refer solely to proved or blocked- 
out reserves, and they include only oil and natural 
gas liquids recoverable under existing economic and 
operating conditions. They do not include crude oil 
in. unproved portions of partially developed fields; 
oil in untested prospects; oil that may be present in 
regions believed to be favorable; oil that becomes 
available by secondary-recovery methods; or synthe- 
tic fuels that may be made from coal,' shale or other 
materials. In other words, the estimates take no 
cognizance whatever of production from sources 
which the scientists believe may be virtually without 
limit. 

Here is the answer to those who fear a drastic 
and increasing oil shortage. As we use more oil, the 
industry blocks out even more oil. Futhcrmore, in the 
past, the known reserve statistics have always proved 
to be very low. In all probability that will continue 

to be true.

Manufacture of a portable gaso- 
line motor that can be changed 
from one utility to another quickly 
and with case soon may be manu- 
factured here in Antioch by a firm 
to be known as the Gresengine 
Corp. 

Ed Gresens, designer, and William 
M. Dusek, production expert, both 
residing in Felters subdivision, have 
taken out patent papers and are ar- 
ranging incorporation so that they, 
may soon start production in space 
provided in the basement of the 
Ford garage. 

The motor is a simplified machine 
common in many aspects to any gas- 
oline motor but is much lighter than 
most on the market, The patentable 
aspect of the machine is the fact 
that it can be mounted in 16 differ- 
ent ways for operation making it 
adaptable to many machines. 

Gresens and Dusek have listed a 
score or more of machines the motor 
can operate. It can power a lawn- 
mower, an inboard motor boat, feed 
grinders, portable saws, cultivators, 
water pumps, bench machines, and 
any other instrument a motor might 
drive. 

The motor will first be manufac- 
tured at two-horse power at first 
and at G-h. p. later. If the factory 
succeeds a new building will be 
erected for it.

Strange Course to Teach 

Veterans Mastery of 

Everyday Living 

MEMPHIS, TENN.-One of the 
strangest obstacle courses ever de- 
vised Is bringing independence to 
disabled war veterans at the vast 
Kennedy general hospital here. 

These men ran courses of another 
sort during tKe days of their baste 
training. They swarmed up ropes, 
vaulted walls, leapt, over embank- 
ments, and crawled through tortu- 
ous barbed-wire tunnels. 

It Is primarily for paraplegics — 
men who are paralyzed in the lower 
halves of their bodies. 

In a' building appropriately named 
"Independence hall," these men 
sweat out mastery over the ob- 
stacles of everyday living— the little 
problems once met without con- 
scious thought, but now grown 
monumental: 

Crossing a street before the traffic 
light changes. 

Negotiating sand rr gravel. 

Opening doors and climbing steps. 
. Finding a seat in a movie. 
Final Rehabilitation Step 

Independence hall is the post- 
graduate course for the man who 
has learned at last to get in and out 
of bed unaided, to put on his shoes 
and socks, to walk on braces and 
■ crutches. It's one of five divisions 
of corrective therapy in Kennedy's 
physical medicine rehabilitation 
service, headed by Dr. Florence I. 
Mahoney. 

Within its walls are full-scale 
model doorstoops and bus steps — 
strips of walking space surfaced 
with sand, with gravel, with highly- 
polished wax— revolving and swing- 
ing doors, combinations of wooden 
end screened doors. 

Because some of the men have 
disabled hands, there is a different 
type of knob or handle on almost 
every door. 

The crutch-bound patient ascends 
and descends .'fairways and ramps 
in Independence hall. He practices 
entering and leaving nn automobile 
body which has been placed on a 
platform outside one door. He works 
his way between rows of seats 
spaced like those in a movie, or 
snags a stool at a soda fountain. 
H races a traffic light across a 
curb-to-eurb space the width of an 
average street.

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'BigEye' to Answer 
Queries off Science 

Largest and Most Costly 

Telescope Will Probe 

Secre ts of Skies 

MT. PALOMAR, CALIF. - De- 
scribed 03 the world's largest and 
most costly scientific Instrument, 
the $6,500,000 Mt. Palomnr observ- 
atory telescope will begin scanning 
the skies this Bpring. 
• The 200-Inch mirror and telescope 
comprising the "cosmic eye" Is ex- 
pected to: Peer one billion light 
years out, Into space; determine 
whether life exists on Mars; per- 
haps set a time and date for 
disintegration of the sun;, settle I 
whether there Is an end to the uni- 
verse or whether it Is without be- 
ginning or end, and study atoms in 
the great heat of the stars. 

The public won't get" a chance to 
see the huge telescope until some- 
time this summer. 

The 6,000-ton piece of equipment 
is so delicate that the number of 
workmen and scientists who are 
putting finishing details to It is lim- 
ited, Otherwise an excess of body 
heat might disturb the temperature 
.inside the observatory. 

Dome Opens 30 Feet 
The 16^-ton, 200-Inch glass mir- 
ror, moved from the California In- 
stitute of Technology to the Palomar 
observatory last November, now Is 
, in place in the 6,000-ton telescope 
mounting. 

The one-million-pound dome opens 
to the width of 30 feet. It will be 
through this crack that the "eye" 
will peer at the cosmos. 

The ' big telescope will make 
snapshots of the universe as far 
away- as a billion light years, twice 
the distance that any previous tele- 
scope has been able to pierce. 

Photographs will be clear, not the 
dull and blurry long-time exposures 
customarily seen In observatories. 
Probe Secret of Mars 
Photographs may rcjveal whether 
. the canals and dark splotches on 
Mors mean that life exists on that 
distant planet. 
Many scientists claim ' that Mars r 
. is populated. Many others flatly 
condemn the theory. The "big eye" 
Is expected to answer the problem. 
Scientists know that the sun is 
subject to violent convulsions that 
may presage Its disintegration ai.d 
death. Science wants to know 
whether the end of the sun will 
mean that the earth will be burned 
to a crisp or frozen solidly. The 
big telescope may determine this. 
The Palomar photographs also 
will enable scientists to analyze 
chemicals on the stars and planets, 
and .to show whether Venus' cloudy 
atmosphere contains life-giving oxy- 
gen or deadly carbon dioxide.
